OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee respectfully submit the following Re- 
port :— 

DISTRICT No. 1. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Emilie E. Adams. This was a good school. Miss 
Adams has the necessary qualifications of a good teacher and the school improy- 
ed rapidly under her care. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Amanda M. Quimby, who has been for several 
years a successful teacher. The scholars made good progress in the different 
branches to which they attended. 

DISTRICT No. 2. 

Both Terms taught by Miss Andalusia P. Smith. These wereher first schools 
and she succeeded very well. The scholars appeared interested in their studies 
and made good progress. 

DISTRICT No. 3. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Lorenda M. Addison. This was a good 
school; the district were so well satisfied that they hired her to teach several 
weeks of private school after the Summer term closed. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Sarah A. Blodget. This school appeared well, 
and made good progress, especially in reading. 


DISTRICT No. 4. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Belinda M. Stevens. This school appeared 
well. One class in Holbrook’s Arithmetic and one in Grammar, did very well. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Elizabeth Fellows. This was a very short 
school, only 444 weeks, but by thorough drilling the scholars made great im- 
provement, especially in reading. 

DISTRICT No. 5. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Allice L. Sulloway. This was her first attempt 
in a district school.

The stillness of this school 
was worthy of notice; the scholars manifested an interest in their studies and 
made good progress. 

DISTRICT No. 6. 

Summer Term taught by Miss Amanda M. Qtimby. The general appear- 
ance of this school was worthy of praise, and the recitations were very good, es- 
pecially in Geography. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. Fernando C. Sargent, who is an energetic and 
efficient teacher; he gave good satisfaction. 
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DISTRICT No. 8. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Celeste E. Kempton. This school was very 
short, and the scholars made but little improvement. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Elizabeth Fellows. This was a good school ; 
the scholars appeared eager to learn, and the teacher both able and willing to as- 


sist them. 


DISTRICT No. 9. 


Summer Term taughi by Miss Susan KE. Craft. This school was very quiet 
and orderly. Miss Craft is a thorough teacher, and gave good satisfaction. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. R. Freeman Sanborn. The scholars manifested 
an interest in their studies which was commendable, and accomplished more than 
could have been expected under existing circumstances. 


DISTRICT No. 10. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Sarah A. Cowles. This school appeared well, 
with one exception; the scholars have a habit of studying too loud; improve- 
ment good. 

Winter Term taught by Mr. Charles V. Pillsbury, who is a good teacher and 
labored hard for the prosperity of the school. The scholars made good progress, 
especially in Arithmetic. 


DISTRICT No. 11. 


Both Terms taught by Miss Matilda B. Pillsbury. These schools were noted 
for good order and promptness of teacher and scholars; good progress was the 
result. 

DISTRICT No. 12. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Plooma H. Davis. This was an excellent 
school; the teacher spared no pains in making the school interesting and profita- 
ble. 

Winter Term taught by Miss Ann E. Sargent. Also a good school. Prompt- 
ness in recitations and the other exercises was a feature of this school. 


DISTRICT No. 13. 


Winter Term taught by Miss Matilda B. Pillsbury. This school is just com- 
menced and appears to be doing well. 


DISTRICT No. 14. 


Summer Term taught by Miss Angie L. Kidder. The teacher was well dis- 
posed and did quite well, but the school was injured by © outside influence.” 

Winter term taught by R. Freeman Sanborn. The scholars in this school 
were studious and made good progress, considering the shortness of the school. 


The schools for the past year, with few exceptions, have been very successful. 
We have had some excellent teachers, who are an honor to the profession, enter- 
ing into the business with promptness and zeal, inspiring their pupils with life 
and energy. ‘These are the kind of teachers we must have in order to raise our 
schools to their proper standard of usefulness. And furthermore, we must have 
good school houses and have them furnished with black-bourds, outline maps and 
all necessary apparatus for carrying on this noble work. There are some very 
good school houses in town, some tolerably good, and others not worthy of the 
name. You know where they are and how to apply the remedy; now put your 
shoulders to the work, lest through your neglect you inflict injuries upon your 
children from which they can never recover.
